The  intensified  activity  of  the 
brethren  in  Rome  on  account  of 
Paul’jB  imprisonment,  had  become 
asouj-ceof  joy  to  him.  “And  there- 
in I rejoice,  yea  and  will  rejoice.” 
Ho  not  only  rejoices  at  the  time  of 
his  writing  or  in  time  of  his  im- 
prisonment, but  looks  on  into  the 
future  and  avows  that  he  will  re- 
joice. The  ground  of  this  future 
joy  he  states  in  detail.  “Since 
know  that  this  shall  turn  out  to  mj 
salvation  through  your  supplica 
tioD  and  the  supply  od  tho  Spirit  o 
Jesus  Christ  according  to  my  earn 
est  expectation  and  hope,  that  ic 
nothing  shall  I be  put  to  shame, 
but  that  with  all  boldness  as  al- 
ways, so  now  also  shall  Christ  be 
magnified  in  my  body,  whether  by 
life  or  by  death.”

Happy  is  the  belipver  whacan  rise 
above  the  shadows  that  darken  the 
visions  of  men  and  let  Christ  bo- 
come  the  solvent  ot  all  his  sorest 
trials. 

This  Paul  achieved,  and  his 
bonds  found  thorp  explanation  in 
Christ,  even  to  the  Piietorian 
guard.  These  formed  tho  imperial 
guard,  being  never  less  than  ten 
thousand,  sometimes  far  exceeding 
that  number.  These  had  charge  of 
Paul. 

As  one  detachment  relieved 
another,  the  Appstle  had  ample 
opportunity  to  impress  great  num- 
bers with  the  natnro  of  the  charges 
against  him,  and  the  character  of 
the  gospel  be  preached.  He  was 
not  slow  to  avail  himself  of  the  op- 
portunity to  preach  the  gospel  to 
his  guard,  jf  perchance,  he  might 
save  some. 

Wo  cannot  determine  tho  meas- 
ure of  success  of  the  prisoners  la- 
bors, but  wo  rekssnably  suppose 
that  the  triumphs  of  the  cross  were 
multiplied,  and  many  a Romas  sol- 
dier saved. 

But  the  influence  of  Paul’s  own 
work  did  not  end  with  the  Roman 
soldiery,  but  it  reached  “all  the 
rest.”  On  his  arrival  in  Rome  be 
addressed  the  chief  of  tho  Jews, 
(Acts  18:17),  and  then  a still  larger 
audience,  (verso  33)|,  and  then  for 
two  years  he  received  all  who  came 
to  him  (verse  30).j 

Paul,  the  noted  prisoner  and 
preacher  of  the  new  faith,  must 
have  been  the  subject  of  much  com- 
ment, and  his  gosipel  would  become 
the  subject  of  mneb  discussion  in 
the  social,  literary,  judicial,  and 
religious  circles  of  Rome,  and  that 
too,  to  a degree  engaging  and  ab- 
sorbing. 

The  liberty  allowed  him  in  his 
own  hired  house,  in  preaching  his 
doctrines,  would  inspire  an  increas- 
ing interest.

England’s  New  Law, 


The  following,  dipped  from  the 
Toronto  Monetary  Times,  tells  its 
own  forcefrl  story. 

“England  has  at  last  recognized 
that  the  state  has  a dnty  in  con- 
nection with  the  ioebriate.  A law 
has  just  gone  into  force  under 
whieh  an  individual,  after  a fourth 
conviction  for  drunkenness  is  to 
be  treated  as  rd  habitual  drunkard 
and  confined  in  a reformatory  at 
the  expense  of  himself  or  his 
friends,  if  they  be  aide  to  pay,  or 
at  the  cost  of  the  state  if  necessary.” 

America  is  often  accnsed  of  ap- 
ing England  and  English  things; 
here  is  one  place  in  which  we  might 
follow  her  example  with  nntold  in- 
dividual  and  national  advantage. 
And  druokonness  should  not  be  the 
only  proscribed  evil;  the  d ug 
habits,  such  as  morphine  and  co- 
caine, should  be  placed  in  the  list. 
Insane  people  are  confir  ed  and 
treated  for  their  ptalady,  and  the 
liquor  or  drug  fiend  is  temporarily 
insane,  and  a menace  to  himself 
and  the  commnnily.  It  is  from 
this  dissipated  class  that  the  crimi- 
nal docket  is  largely  supplied.  So-
